Go  Forth  with  Passion 


More  than  7,000  people  filled  the  Quad  on  the  south  lawn  of  campus  to  cheer 
on  their  loved  ones  on  Saturday,  May  6,  as  537  undergraduate  degrees  were 
awarded.  Keynote  speaker  Judge  James  E.  Lockemy,  a  1971  graduate  of 
UN CP,  urged  the  graduates  to  seek  a  career  that  represents  their  passion,  not 
just  the  need  for  a  job.  “As  you  go  forth,  go  forth  with  passion,”  Lockemy 
said.  “Whatever  you  choose  to  do,  keep  passion  in  your  life.  It  does  not  matter 
what  profession  you  choose  or  what  road  you  take,  passion  is  the  important 
ingredient  in  happiness  and  a  productive  life.  If  you  are  fortunate  enough  to 
be  paid  to  do  what  you  are  passionate  about,  well  that  is  wonderful.  If  you  are 
not,  you  have  duties  to  meet  and  your  profession  provides  the  means  to  do  so. 
Then  do  your  duty,  but  do  not  forget  your  passion.  Keep  the  flame  burning. 
Engage  in  your  passion  as  you  do  your  duty.  Know  what  you  ache  for  and 
don’t  forget  your  dreams.” 

Chancellor  Robin  Gary  Cummings  asked  the  graduates  think 
back  to  their  first  day  at  UN CP  and  about  the  ways  they  have 
changed.  “Every  class  you’ve  had  taken,  every  club  you’ve 
participated  in,  every  service  project,  every  concert,  every  research 
poster  or  paper,  every  relationship  you’ve  made  has  changed  your 
life  in  subde  ways  that  result  in  a  profound  transformation  in  the 
way  you  see  yourself  and  see  the  world,  whether  you  realize  it  now 
or  not.”  Cummings  said.  More  than  half  of  the  graduates  are  from 
southeastern  North  Carolina.  Cummings  said  he  hopes  many  will 
choose  to  remain  in  the  region  and  serve  their  communities.  Dr. 

Cherry  Beasley,  the  2017  recipient  of  the  UNC  Board  of  Governors 
Award  for  Teaching  Excellence,  served  as  grand  marshal.  Beasley 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Nursing  faculty  since  1992.  She  is  the 

first  American  Indian  professor  at 
UNCP  to  win  the  award.  Dr.  Martin 
Brooks,  an  influential  physician  and 
respected  community  leader  in 
Robeson  County,  was  bestowed  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree. 
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Among  the  692  graduates  on  Friday  and  Saturday  was  Brandon  Lee  Locklear, 
whose  his  next  move  after  graduation  was  training  to  become  an  operator  of  unmanned 
aircraft  systems  the  U.S.  Army.  “I  am  going  to  fly  drones,”  said  Locklear,  who  lives  in 
the  Prospect  community.  Graduation  was  bitter  sweet.  “It  is  good  in  a  sense  that  I  can 
go  on  and  do  bigger  and  better  things,”  he  said.  “At  the  same  time,  I  am  not  a  kid 
anymore.  That’s  the  downside.”  Charles  Tyner’s  passion  was  broadcasting.  Tyner 
earned  a  degree  in  Mass  Communication  and  eventually  wants  to  work  as  a  producer. 
“I  felt  like  I  was  really  challenged  here  at  UNC  Pembroke,”  said  Tyner,  a  Fayetteville 
native.  “This  is  a  real  special  school.  I  enjoyed  the  small  class  size  and  the  personal 
interaction  with  my  professors.  It  was  a  great  experience.”  Chris  Szabo  was  among 
the  37  nursing  graduates  whose  names  were  called  Saturday.  He  had  been  offered  a 
position  in  the  Cardiovascular  Thoracic  unit  at  FirstHealth  Moore  Regional  Hospital. 
Szabo  spent  an  extra  year  at  UNCP  after  switching  his  major  from  chemistry  to  nursing. 
“I  always  wanted  to  be  a  dentist,  but  I  decided  to  change  my  career  path  because  I 
prefer  more  face-to-face  interaction  with  my  patients,”  he  said. 
“Pembroke  has  been  a  unique  experience  that  has  tested  me 
every  step  of  the  way  while  helping  me  grow  as  an  individual 
and  allowing  me  to  meet  some  of  the  most  wonderful  friends  I 
have  ever  made.”  After  earning  a  biology  degree,  Mena  Issa 
packed  his  bags  for  the  Caribbean  Island  of  St.  Vincent;  he  had 
been  accepted  into  the  Trinity  School  of  Medicine  with  plans  to 
become  a  surgeon.  Saturday  was  a  proud  moment  for  Frida 
Rodriguez  and  her  family,  who  came  to  the  United  States 
from  Mexico.  She  was  the  first  in  her  family  to  receive  a  college 
degree.  The  Sanford  native  planned  to  join  the  U.S.  Army  and 
train  as  a  human  resources  specialist.  Diona  Covington  of 
Rockingham  was  among  the  155  graduate  students  who  crossed 
the  stage  at  the  Givens  Performing  Arts  Center  during  the 
Graduate  School  ceremony  on  Friday.  Hours  earlier,  Covington 
received  a  phone  call.  “I  was  offered  a  job  as  a  licensed  clinical 
social  worker!”  she  said  with  a  big  smile.

Thousands  packed  the  English  E.  Jones  Center  on  Saturday, 
December  9,  to  celebrate  with  loved  ones  as  Chancellor  Robin 
Gary  Cummings  conferred  446  undergraduate  degrees.  Sixty-nine 
graduate  degrees  were  awarded  during  a  separate  ceremony 
Friday  night.  Mandy  Cohen,  Secretary  of  the  N.C.  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services,  gave  the  commencement  address  on 
Saturday.  Cohen  shared  personal  stories  of  how  she  contemplated 
giving  up  on  her  dream  to  become  a  medical  doctor.  “But  then  I 
thought  of  my  mother  and  how  she  wasn’t  given  the  opportunity 
to  go  to  medical  school,”  she  said.  Cohen  said  her  belief  in  herself 
and  inspiration  of  her  mother  motivated  her  success.  In  a  somber 
moment  during  the  ceremony,  Vemexia  Love  accepted  a  degree 
awarded  in  memoriam  for  her  mother,  Joann  Baldwin  of  Parkton. 
Baldwin  was  three  classes  shy  of  earning  her  degree  in  sociology 
when  she  passed  away  on  December  6,  2016. 

Chancellor  Cummings  left  the  graduates  with  a  final 
message  to  pursue  a  life  of  success,  but  also,  a  life  of  significance. 
UN CP  English  professor  Dr.  Richard  Vela  was  the  keynote 
speaker  during  the  graduate 
ceremony  on  Friday.  Vela 
encouraged  students  to 
consider  how  their  education 
has  prepared  them  for  the 
world  ahead  and  how  their 
lives  will  continue  to  change. 

“From  now  on,  everything  is 
application.  Change  is 
inevitable.  You  will  never 
stop  learning  and,  therefore, 

I  hope  never  stop  becoming 
better  off,”  said  Vela.

The  chair  where  Troy  Love  has  been  receiving  dialysis 
treatments  for  the  past  three  years  was  empty  on  Saturday, 
December  9,  because  Love  was  among  the  sea  of  gr  aduates 
during  the  2017  Winter  Commencement.  “I  am  excited,”  said 
Love  of  Red  Springs.  “I  would  have  never  thought  I  would  ever 
get  to  this  point,  knowing  that  a  couple  of  years  ago  I  could  have 
been  dead.”  Love,  25,  was  diagnosed  in  2014  with  Stage-5  kidney 
failure.  At  that  time,  his  kidneys  were  functioning  at  2  percent. 
Despite  the  long  hours  of  dialysis  treatments  three  days  a  week, 
Love  transferred  to  UNCP  from  Robeson  Community  College 
and  pursued  a  degree  in  social  work.  Love  planned  to  start  a 
mentoring  program  for  young  men.  Dakota  Leviner,  of 
McColl,  S.C.,  earned  her  bachelor’s  degree  in  biology  and 
planned  to  continue  studying  toward  a  second  degree  in  physical 
therapy.  “It  was  a  great  experience,”  said  Leviner,  who  played 
two  years  on  the  softball  team.  “I  loved  the  small  classes  and  the 
interaction  with  my  professors.”  Daria  Bannerman,  of  Maple 
Hill,  beat  the  odds  to  become  a  two-time  graduate  of  UNCP, 
earning  a  master’s  degree  in  social  work  on  Friday,  December  8. 
Bannerman  was  bom  blind  and  premature,  weighing  one  pound, 
seven  ounces.  “She  is  our  miracle  child,”  said  her  mother  Pamela 
Bannerman.  Daria  said  she  was  thankful  to  have  a  great  support 
system  throughout  her  nine  years  at  UNCP.  “After  all  my  time,  I 
feel  like  Pembroke  is  my  home.”  Bannennan  planned  to  land  a 
job  with  a  state  agency  helping  others  with  disabilities.  “I  want  to 
link  them  with  the  resources  they  need  so  they  can  live  the  lives 
they  want.” 
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Taley  Strickland  has  served  as  an  ambassador 
since  her  freshman  year,  and  the  senior  Mass 
Communication  major  from  Pembroke  accepted  a  more 
visible  role  on  campus  when  she  was  crowned  Miss 
UN CP  2018.  Strickland  said  she  was  elated  when  her 
name  was  called  in  front  of  more  than  1,100  people  at 
the  Givens  Performing  Arts  Center  on  February  1.  “I 
was  really  nervous,  but  when  they  finally  announced  the 
winner,  it  was  very  humbling,”  Strickland  said.  She 
received  a  $2,000  scholarship,  free  student  housing,  and 
a  meal  plan  for  one  year.

In  addition  to  the  socializing  and  shopping  aspects,  the 
powwow  had  competitions  for  singing  and  drumming 
and  dancing  in  different  categories.  The  music 
competitions  were  split  between  Northern  and 
Southern  styles.  The  northern  style  is  the  higher 
pitched  singing  while  southern  is  lower. 

Stoney  Creek  and  War  Paint  were  the  two  northern 
singing  groups  present.  Southern  Suns,  Spirit  Eagle  and 
Smokey  Town  are  southern  singers.

Reggie  Brewer,  a 
member  of  the  Lumbee 
tribe  who  participated  in 
the  Northern  Men's 
Traditional  dance, 
summed  up  the  powwow:

heal,  and  to  heal  is  to  dance”,  said  Brewer. 
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Clubs  and  organizations  make  up  about  60%  of  everyone’s 
lives  at  UNCP.  Even  if  somehow  a  student  isn’t  involved  in  any 
clubs,  the  events  that  are  held  on  campus  directly  reflect  the 
views  of  this  establishment  and  work  to  create  a  more  inviting 
environment  for  all  students,  not  just  some. 

As  UNCP  is  the  most  diverse,  students  here  don’t  see  it  as 
that  diverse  because  we  all  see  each  other  every  day.

The  fifth-seeded  UNC  Pembroke  baseball  team  had  earlier 
advanced  to  the  Peach  Belt  Conference  Tournament  Championship  game,  the  second 
tournament  championship  game  appearance  in  the  last  seven  years  for  UNCP.  The 
Braves  sent  their  entire  order  to  the  plate  in  the  bottom  of  the  eighth  inning  to  nearly 
rally  all  the  way  back  from  a  six-run  deficit,  but  third-seeded  Georgia  College  held  them 
off  in  the  ninth  to  preserve  the  6-5  win. 

In  postseason  honors,  Hayden  Buffkm  and 
Jarratt  Modley  were  named  to  the  D2CCA  All- 
Southeast  Region  squad,  and  five  players  earned 
a  spot  on  the  NCBWA  All-Region  squad.  Senior 
Nick  Debo  earned  a  spot  on  the  NCAA  Southeast 
Regional  All-Tournament  team  and  was  one  of 
just  34  NCAA  Division  II  baseball  student- 
athletes  nationwide  to  receive  Capital  One 
Academic  All-America  recognition.

I  he  softball  team  got  off  to  a  great  start  in  2017,  with  17 
wins  against  only  4  losses  through  March  4.  Their  bats 
were  red  hot  as  the  Lady  Braves  set  a  school  record  for 
runs  in  a  doubleheader  and  eased  past  visiting  Elizabeth 
City  State  24-0  and  19-0  on  February  19.  Their  24  runs 
in  the  opening  game  tied  a  single-game  program  record, 
matching  a  24-6  victory  over  North  Carolina  Central  on 
Feb.  19,  1998.

The  team  was  able  to  break  out 
of  their  March  funk  with  8-0  and  6-0  wins  over  host 
Fayetteville  State  on  March  29.  They  racked  up  6  wins 
against  5  losses  in  April  to  finish  the  season  at  26-27.

Swimming  and  Diving  made  a  big  splash  in  their  second  season,  ending  with  1 1 
victories  and  only  6  losses.  The  squad  set  a  school  record  in  10  of  the  13  events  in  their 
season-opening  meet  at  Columbia  (S.C.),  highlighted  by  two  event  wins  each  by 
freshmen  Megan  Hunter  and  Abigail  to  fuel  the  Braves  to  their  second  highest-scoring 
meet  in  program  history.  The  women  then  won  the  second  of  two  contests  at  the  Barton 
Tri-Meet  when  they  swam  past  William  Peace  136-5,  and  they  then  defeated  all  of  their 
opponents  in  their  next  three  events.  At  the  Greensboro  Meet,  they  won  over  host 
Greensboro  as  well  as  Bandolph,  Guilford,  and  LaGrange.  At  the  Ferrum  Tri-Meet,  the 
Lady  Braves  has  two  more  victories,  and  they  ended  their  Fall  2017  campaign  with 
wins  over  Sweet  Briar  and  Pfeiffer  at  the  Sweet  Briar  Tri-Meet. 

January  2018  proved  more  challenging,  with  three  losses  at  the  Converse  Tri-Meet, 
but  they  bounced  back  to  swim  past  both  Warren  Wilson  and  St.  Andrews  at  the  St. 
Andrews  Tri-Meet,  where  UNCP  won  8  of  the  11  events  and  touched 
first  or  second  in  10  races.  The  Braves  also  saw  three  school  records 
fall:  Megan  Hunter  blew  past  the  previous  200-yard  freestyle  mark  by 
over  10  seconds  and  also  set  a  school  record  in  the  500-yard 
freestyle,  and  freshman  Victoria  Brousseau  toppled  the  previous 
UNCP  record  in  the  100-yard  breaststroke  by  just  over  a  second  in  a 
second-place  effort.  Abbey  Wood  finished  first  in  all  three  of  her 
events,  including  a  dominant  performance  in  the  100-yard 
backstroke;  Wood  also  won  the  200-yard  backstroke  in  2:23.88  and 
the  100-yard  butterfly  in  1:07.59.  The  season  came  to  an  end  in 
February  with  a  6th-place  finish  out  of  8  teams  at  the  Sun  Coast 
Conference  Meet.

The  Braves  successfully  opened  the  outdoor  portion  of  their  2017 
schedule  in  March  at  the  Braves  Track  Classic  with  16  event  titles  and  13 
runner-up  finishes.  Five  different  student-athletes  captured  event  titles  on 
the  women  s  side,  and  the  men  saw  nine  student-athletes  capture  event 
titles.  Later  in  March,  Kory  Jones  took  top  honors  in  both  the  high  jump 
and  long  jum  at  the  Florida  Division  II  Challenge,  while  Briana  Taylor 
(400m  dash),  Kaelyn  Francis  (100m  dash)  and  Morgan  Sheehan  (javelin)  all  mm; 
won  event  titles  for  the  women  s  team.  The  men  held  off  Nova  Southeastern 
to  capture  their  first  Peach  Belt  Conference  title  in  program  history  in 
April;  the  women  came  away  with  a  second  place  showing.

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Starting  2017  ranked  19th  by  the  American  Football  Coaches  Association,  the  Braves 
had  high  hopes  when  they  hosted  their  regional  nemesis  Winston-Salem  State  at  Grace 
P.  Johnson  Stadium  for  the  opening  of  the  season  on  August  31.  The  Braves  were  down 
0-20  at  halftime,  but  they  gained  strength  in  the  second  half  and  nearly  came  back  for 
the  win.  With  only  a  3-point  difference,  the  31-34  loss  broke  a  10  home  game  win  streak 
for  the  Braves.  On  September  9,  UNCP  went  on  the  road  to  play  Elizabeth  City  State, 
and  the  Braves  definitely  brought  their  A  game.  They  won  over  the  home  team,  marking 
the  Braves’  third-straight  regular  season  road  victory.  The  team  gathered  up  a  total  of 
442  yards  of  total  offense  and  scored  31  points  off  ECSU  turnovers.  Donovan  Wirt  had 
a  team  best  of  three  sacks,  while  Khalil  Vance  also  picked  up  a  pair  himself.  Alpha 
Lamin  and  Bikembe  Kearney  both  scored  touchdowns  on  defense  for  UNCP.  At  the  end 
of  the  first  half,  UNCP  led  ECSU  38-14  and  would  come  back  to  the  field  to  hold  them 
scoreless  in  the  second  half  for  a  66-14  win. 

This  victory  was  followed  by  five  losses,  but  when  Lenoir  Rhyne  visited  Pembroke 
for  the  fourth  home  game  of  the  season,  Braves  fans  were  rewarded  with  a  win  to  finish 
out  an  exciting  Homecoming  week  for  UNCP;  the  football  team  showed  their  love  for 
their  school  by  scoring  a  14-10  vistory.  This  win  helped  the  Braves  improve  to  a  9-2  in 
homecoming  contests,  and  a  9-2  in  regular  season  home  finales.  Grant  ran  his  second 
career  100  yards  and  scored  a  touchdown,  and  Bikembe  Kearney  recorded  a  career  best 
10  tackles  (3  solo)  in  the  game  that  night.  The  season  ended  with  two  more  losses  at 
Mars  Hill  and  Carson-Newman,  for  a  disappointing  2-8  record  overall.

Viith  determination,  strategy,  and  perseverance,  the 
team  not  only  won  most  of  their  conference  games,  but  was  presented  their  first  Team 
Sportsmanship  award  after  winning  the  2017  PBC  Tournament.  After  their  1-2  loss  at 
Columbus  State  on  September  23rd,  the  team  advanced  to  win  the  next  7  games,  with 
one  2-2  tie  against  Flagler.  The  team  followed  their  next  loss  at  North  Georgia  almost 
one  month  later  on  October  21st  with  winning  against  their  next  5  opponents.  After 
playing  Columbus  State  again  on  November  5th,  the  team  was  able  to  redeem 
themselves  with  a  1-0  win. 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  Jasmine  Senecal-Guzman  was  named  in  the 
United  Soccer  Coaches  All-Southeast  Region  while  sophomore  goal  keeper  Gina  Ryan 

was  listed  as  #1  on  the  Peach  Belt 
Conference’s  website  for  most  goals 
against,  highest-goals  against,  and 

saves  percentage.  This  marks 
the  1 1th  time  in  the  last  15  seasons 
that  at  least  one  Brave  has  been 
mentioned  within  a  United  Soccer 
Coaches  All-Southeast  Region 
selection,  especially  in  the  last  four 
seasons.

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The  Men  s  and  W  omen  s  Cross-Country  teams  worked  hard  in  their  first  few  events  and 
it  paid  off,  with  the  men’s  team  in  4th  place  in  the  southeast  region  ranking  by  the 
United  States  Track  &  Field  and  Cross  Country  Coaches  Associations,  while,  the 
women’s  team  were  able  to  retain  their  spot  in  the  top  10.  On  September  9,  Women’s 
and  Men’s  Cross  Country  had  their  first  event  against  Elon  Opener.  There  were  a  few 
runners  on  each  team  who  stood  out  at  the  event  and  really  gave  it  their  all.  Silus 
Kipkoech,  a  freshman,  practically  broke  the  19-minute  plateau  in  the  6K  run  m  his 
collegiate  debut  on  the  way  to  a  10th  place  showing  on  the  individual  leaderboard  to 
assist  in  leading  the  men’s  team  to  fifth  place.  He  timed  at  19:01  in  the  event  and  was 
the  first  non-NCAA  Division  I  competitor  to  cross  the  finish  line.  Molly  McCann  was  a 
crucial  component  in  the  success  of  the  women’s  team.  She  had  a  time  of  16:22  in  the 
4K  run  placing  the  Braves  to  a  10th  place  finish  at  the  NCAA  Division  I-laden  event. 
Logan  Ward  timed  at  19:46  and  finished  in  24th  place.  Matthew  timed  at  20:00  and 
finshed  in  28th  place  and  his  brother  Jonathan  Martin  timed  at  20:02  and  finished  in 
30th  place.  Curtis  Haynie  concluded  the  scoring  for  the  men  with  a  time  of  20:44 
placing  him  in  45th  place.  Corey  Pethers  and  Kristen  Cain  both  crossed  at  16:59  and 
received  61st  place. 

In  Golf,  senior  Savannah  Thompson  carded  her  lowest  round  of  the  2017-18 
season  to  fuel  a  season-best,  second-place  finish  at  the  Sunoco  Campbell  Oil  Classic  in 
March.  The  Braves  saw  all  four  scoring  players  go  under  80  to  compile  a  team  total  of 
304.  Thompson  jumped  seven  spots  into  a  tie  for  13th  by  carding  a  final-round  74. 
Freshman  Maddy  Corley  continued  her  string  of  consistency  with  her  fifth  top-20  finish 
of  the  season,  placing  fourth  in  the  60-player  field.  Alexandria  Bare  logged  her  first 
top-10  of  the  season,  as  a  final-round  77  slotted  her  solo  10th.  In  April,  UNCP  was 
overtaken  by  Flagler  for  the  team  title,  but  the  Braves  recorded  their  best  team  finish  at 
the  Peach  Belt  Conference  (PBC)  Championship  since  a  victory  in  the  2014  edition  of 
the  tournament.  After  leading  at  the  conclusion  of  rounds  one  and  two,  the  Braves 

slipped  into  second  with  a  final-round 
327.  Competing  in  her  first  PBC 
Championship,  PBC  Freshman  of  the 
Year  Maddy  Corley  fell  into  a  tie  for 
second  with  a  final-round  83.  Junior 
Alexandria  Bare  leapt  five  spots  into  a 
share  of  second  and  was  one  of  only 
seven  players  to  card  a  round  in  the 
70s  on  Sunday  with  a  79.  Sophomore 
Megan  Munroe  finished  solo  fifth,  and 
senior  Savannah  Thompson  grabbed 
12th  .  Corley,  Bare,  and  Munroe  were 
all  named  to  the  all-tournament  team 
due  to  finishing  among  the  top  five 
individuals.

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There  were  some  bright  spots  in  volleyball’s  7-26  season,  including  their  first 
appearance  in  the  PBC  Tournament  since  2013.  The  Tady  Braves  racked 
up  double-digit  kills  in  a  thrilling,  five-set  win  over  Converse  to  give  the 
squad  its  first  victory  of  the  season  before  they  dropped  a  four-set  affair  to 
Shaw  despite  double-doubles  from  Bailee  Jones  and  Miranda  Cada. 

Madelyn  Ashwell  almost  doubled  her  career  high  in  digs  and  Tyler 
Fitzpatrick  racked  up  a  season-high  in  kills  as  the  Lady  Braves  won  their 
second  five-set  match  of  the  season  in  a  duel  with  Chowan.  The  team 

generated  two  of  its  top  three  hitting  performances  as 
they  dropped  a  tight  Peach  Belt  Conference  match  to 
Georgia  College  before  overwhelming  Hiwassee  in  a 
three-set  triumph.  Sophomore  Makaylah  Elliott 
unleashed  double-digit  kills  for  the  fifth  time  this  season 
and  hit  at  least  .450  for  the  third  time  to  fuel  the  squad 
to  its  second  home  victory  with  a  four-set  defeat  of 
Claflin.  Four  UNCP  players  logged  double-digit  kills  to 
power  the  Lady  Braves  to  a  .230  hitting  percentage  and 
their  third  straight  victory  in  a  straight-sets  win  over  host 
Winston-Salem  State,  their  final  win  of  the  season  before 
losing  to  Flager  on  Senior  Night.  Senior  Cayce  Bell,  who 
was  honored  prior  to  that  match,  logged  six  digs  and 
three  assists  in  her  final  home  match  for  the  Lady 
Braves.

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Men’s  basketball  matched  a  program  record  with  27  wins  in  2017-18,  against  only  6 
losses,  on  their  way  to  their  second  straight  Peach  Belt  Conference  championship.  In  the 
final  game  of  the  regular  season,  senior  Nigel  Grant  scored  a  game-high  21  points  on  9-of- 
1 1  shooting  and  the  team  laid  claim  to  the  Peach  Belt  Conference  regular  season 
championship  for  the  second  straight  year  with  a  78-67  victory  over  Flagler.  It  was  the 
22nd  victory  in  the  last  24  home  games  for  the  Braves,  who  finished  out  the  regular 
season  with  a  14-1  record  in  Pembroke,  including  a  9-1  mark  against  league  competition. 

The  second-seeded  Braves  then  advanced  to  the  finals  of  the  PBC  Tournament  and 
claimed  their  second-straight  championship  with  a  70-60  win  over  top-seeded  Clayton 
State.  The  Braves  became  the  fourth  team  in  league  history  to  claim  back-to-back  PBC 
Tournament  crowns  and  just  the  second  program  to  win  both  the  regular  season  and 
tournament  crowns  in  consecutive  seasons.  PBC  Tournament  MVP  Nigel  Grant  scored  18 
of  his  game-high  26  points  in  the  first  half,  while  fellow  all-tournament  team  selection 
Akia  Pruitt  contributed  17  points,  seven  boards  and  one  block  to  the  cause. 

Coming  off  their  PBC  Tournament  triumph,  the  Braves  also  earned  the  second 
NCAA  Division  II  Southeast  Region  tournament  victory  in  program  history,  defeating 
Francis  Marion,  before  losing  to  Queens  in  the  semifinal  round.  Senior  Brandon  Watts 
scored  a  game-high  22  points  against  Queens  and  ended  his  UNCP  career  as  the 
program’s  all-time  winningest  player  with  92  victories.  After  the  game,  coach  Ben  Miller 
said,  “When  the  dust  settles,  we’ll  look  back  and  celebrate  the  season  and  the  history 
those  seniors  and  this  team  made.”

State  at  home,  but  the  Lady  Braves  faced  challenges  later  in  the  season,  ending  with  10 
wins  against  17  losses.  Their  final  home  win  came  on  Valentine’s  Day,  when  the  team 
held  visiting  USC  Aiken  to  a  paltry  34.4  percent  shooting  effort  in  a  58-49  victory.  Nyla 
Allen  scored  a  game-high  13  points  and  pulled  down  a  trio  of  rebounds.  Alecia  Hardy 
added  11  points  on  4-of-7  shooting,  while  also  adding  five  boards,  and  Melanie  Horne 
came  off  the  bench  to  turn  in  nine  points  and  a  team-best  six  rebounds. 

The  Lady  Braves  followed  with  a  53-47  win  at  Clayton  State  before  dropping  their 
final  two  games  of  the  regular  season,  including  a  53-65  loss  to  visiting  Flager  in  the 
regular-season  finale.  The  four  UNC  Pembroke  women’s  basketball  seniors  combined 
for  almost  70  percent  of  the  team's  points  in  their  final  regular-season  game.  Seniors 
Kacey  Drayton  and  Nyla  Allen  each  scored  13  points  to  lead  the  Black  &  Gold. 

Drayton  s  scoring  output  is  a  career  high,  while  Allen  grabbed  13  rebounds  as  well  for 
her  seventh  double-double  of  the  season.  Senior  Ebone  Stevens  tacked  on  eight  points, 
and  classmate  Brandi  Robinson  scored  two  points  and  hauled  in  four  rebounds  for 
UNCP.  The  women  closed  out  their  season  with  their  second-consecutive  appearance 
the  Peach  Belt  Conference  (PBC)  Tournament,  falling  to  the  No.  1  seed,  24th-ranked 
North  Georgia,  in  the  opening  round.

Get  the  grades  for  the  degrees,  right?  In  college,  the 
courses  are  designed  to  give  students  a  more  hands-on 
approach.  The  professors  here  work  extra  hard  to  make 
sure  that  each  student  gets  the  learning  style  that  works 
best  for  them.  Office  hours  help  them  set  time  aside  for 
questions  or  needed  one-on-one  time  that  builds 
relationships  in  and  out  of  the  classroom. 

In  every  department,  there  are  service-learning  and 
in-field  classes  that  further  develop  the  knowledge  of  the 
subjects.  Biology  and  science  classes  often  take  their 
students  outside  to  study  plants,  earth,  or  weather 
patterns. 

This  year,  classes  in  Mass  Communication,  Foreign 
Languages,  and  others  went  on  study  abroad  trips. 
Learning  about  the  culture  while  experiencing  it  is  the 
best  way  to  learn.  Hanging  out  with  your  friends, 
colleagues,  and  co-workers,  collaborating  on  projects 
that  are  enriching  as  well  as  fun,  is  what  UNCP  is  about. 
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On  November  9,  2017,  American  Indian  Studies  sponsored  the  ninth  annual  Honoring  Native  Foodways 
event  to  celebrate  Native  American  Heritage  Month  by  helping  students,  faculty  and  staff  honor,  understand, 
and  sample  foods  indigenous  to  the  Americas,  emphasizing  healthy  foods  that  have  been  part  of  traditional 
Indigenous  diets  for  centuries.  Eight  Elementary  Education  majors  traveled  to  Belize  in  Spring  2017  as  part 
of  a  Belize  International  Study  opportunity;  the  UNCP  students  created  and  shared  bilingual,  tiered  lessons 
with  Belizean  teachers.  Faculty  members  Karen  Granger  and  Kelly  Ficklin  accompanied  the  students  on  the 
trip,  which  coincided  with  a  course  focused  on  differentiation  of  instruction.  While  in  Belize,  the  students 
explored  natural  sites,  cultural  sites,  music,  art  and  history.  Katie  Deitrick,  who  graduated  in  May,  returned  to 
Belize  and  accepted  a  teaching  position  at  the  Island  Academy.  In  English,  University  Writing  Center  peer 
tutors  Jordan  Williams,  Erin  Duprey,  Amber  Hester,  Andrew  Strickland,  and  Yuri  Moore  attended  the  NC 
Tutor  Day  on  September  30th,  along  with  UWC  Director  Brandy  Brown.  And  inspired  by  the  September 
201  7  production  of  Romeo  and  Juliet  at  the  GPAC,  the  students  in  Sara 
Oswald's  British  Literature  before  1  790  class  staged  their  own  readings  of 
selected  scenes  from  the  play  in  the  Dial  A-V  Theater  on  October  26.  In 
Foreign  Languages,  Keily  Ramirez  and  Dominique  Perez  presented  papers 
at  the  26th  National  Conference  of  the  National  Association  of  Hispanic  and 
Latino  Studies  in  Dallas,  TX  this  February,  accompanied  by  professors  Enrique 
Porrua  and  Diana  Lee.  And  Zelma  Lopez  and  Salvador  Garcia,  the 
president  and  vice  president  of  Sigma  Delta  Pi,  the  National  Collegiate 
Hispanic  Honor  Society,  invited  CSU-San  Bernadino's  Acto  Latino  Theater 
Group  to  perform  at  the  Annual  Hispanic  Fall  Festival;  over  1 50  people 
attended  the  performance.  Lopez  and  Garcia  then  founded  a  UNCP 
chapter  of  Acto  Latino  and  traveled  to  California  this  spring  to  present  their 
work.  The  History  and  Music  Departments  joined  together  to  present  Song 
and  Stories:  From  Civil  War  to  Civil  Rights  at  the  GPAC  on  February  27.  A 
slideshow  of  period  photographs,  interspersed  with  audio  and  video  clips, 
accompanied  the  concert.  The  finale  featured  the  Pembroke  Elementary 
School  Choir.  The  Political  Science  Department  engaged  students  in 
organizations  such  as  the  Model  United  Nations  club  and  class,  as  well  as  in 
research  to  expand  knowledge  of  public  affairs. 
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Senior  Biology  major  Cassandra  Barlogio  was  recognized  at  the  national 
Alpha  Chi  Convention  in  Oregon  April  5-7,  201  8.  Barlogio  was  awarded 
the  Blake  and  Trish  Janutolo  Prize  in  Organismal  and  Ecological  Biology 
for  her  presentation  titled,  "Discovering  the  Microbial  Diversity  of  the 
Lumber  River.  In  Chemistry  and  Physics,  a  group  of  UNC  Pembroke 
physics  students  were  among  teams  from  22  universities  nationwide 
competing  in  a  NASA-sponsored  high-powered  rocket  competition.  Ten 
undergraduate  students  traveled  to  Wisconsin  in  April  to  compete  in  the 
Wisconsin  Space  Grant  Consortium's  First  Nations  Launch.  Seniors  Killian 
McDonald  and  Chase  Curt  were  chosen  as  team  leaders.  The  other  team 
members  were  Sandra  Huneycutt,  Mariam  Gerges,  Dana  Lamberton,  Seth 
McDonald,  James  Barstrom,  Jamal  Cromartie,  Andrew  Stephens,  Bradley 
Patterson,  Zach  Miller,  Omar  Torres,  and  Jazmin  Pet.  "They  are  all 
excited,"  said  the  team's  advisor,  Dr.  Jose  D'Arruda,  a  UNCP  physics 
professor  who  retired  at  the  end  of  the  Spring  201  8  semester.  The 
Department  of  Geology  and  Geography  focuses  on  the  investigation 
and  understanding  of  the  physical  and  human  environments  of  the  Earth. 
Students  have  many  opportunities  for  experiences  outside  the  classroom, 
including  field  trips  and  participation  in  the  Geography  Bowl.  The 
Mathematics  and  Computer  Science  Department  offered  majors  in 
mathematics  and  in  computer  science  and  provided  service  courses  for 
other  program  areas.  The  Nursing  program  was  committed  to  teaching, 
research,  and  community  service  that  contribute  to  the  cultural,  intellectual, 
and  social  development  of  professional  nurses  in  North  Carolina  and  the 
nation.  UNCP  RISE  (Research  Initiative  for  Scientific  Enhancement)  is  a 
National  Institute  of  General  Medical  Sciences  funded  program  with  the 
goal  of  preparing  undergraduate  students  from  underrepresented  groups  to 
be  the  research  scientists  of  the  future  and  supporting  an  atmosphere 
conducive  to  undergraduate  research  in  the  sciences  at  UNCP.  Students 
work  with  faculty  mentors  and  have  many  opportunities  for  research,  some 
of  which  was  shared  in  on-campus  poster  presentations. 
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The  School  of  Business  has  been  granted  extension  of  accreditation  of  its 
undergraduate  and  graduate  business  programs.  UNCP  offers  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
Business  Administration  with  concentrations  in  Economics,  Entrepreneurship,  Finance, 
International  Business,  Management,  or  Marketing  and  a  bachelor  of  science  in 
Accounting.  According  to  the  Association  to  Advance  Collegiate  Schools  of  Business 
(AACSB),  UNCP's  School  of  Business  was  among  40  business  schools  that  met  the 
criteria  for  re-accreditation.  In  Health  and  Human  Performance,  UNCP's  athletic 
training  students  earned  a  1  00  percent  pass  rate  on  the  national  Board  of  Certification 
exam  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year.  "We  are  so  proud  of  how  hard  our  students 
have  worked  throughout  the  program  and  we  are  excited  that  they  have  been 
successful  in  passing  the  BOC  exam,"  said  Susan  Edkins,  Athletics  Training  Program 
director.  Established  in  2004,  the  Athletic  Training  Program  is  accredited  by  the 
Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Athletic  Training  Education  (CAATE).  Students  work 
with  UNCP's  athletic  teams  as  well  as  the  county  high  schools  and  local  physicians' 
offices.  In  Spring  201  7,  about  forty  students  and  four  faculty  members  from  the 
Department  of  Philosophy  and  Religion  went  together  on  a  field  trip  to  visit  places  of 
worship  in  Fayetteville,  NC.  The  first  stop  was  at  Masjid  Omar  Ibn  Sayyid,  a  mosque 
that  serves  mostly  African-American  Muslims  in  the  Fayetteville  area.  They  attended  the 
Jumu'ah,  the  congregational  Friday  prayer,  and  spoke  with  Imam  Bobby  Ahmed,  the 
spiritual  leader,  about  the  Islamic  value  of  civility.  At  Saints  Constantine  and  Helen 
Greek  Orthodox  Church,  they  were  welcomed  by  Father  Alexander,  who  spoke  about 
the  history  of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Church  and  explained  the  meanings  of  the  icons  on 
the  walls  of  the  church.  After  a  short  stop  for  dinner,  they  visited  the  Hindu  Bhavan 
Temple;  they  learned  about  the  inclusive  values  of  Hinduism,  and  they  later  attended  a 
Puja,  a  ritual  service.  They  ended  up  at  Jewish  Beth  Israel  Congregation  to  participate 
in  Kabalat  Shabbat,  the  Friday  evening  services  welcoming  the  Sabbath,  the  Jewish 
day  of  rest.  The  Psychology  Department  fosters  understanding  of  the  basic  patterns 
of  thought,  emotion,  and  behavior  through  a  variety  of  scientific  methods,  including 
interviews,  case  studies,  field  observations,  neurophysiological  recordings,  and 
controlled  experimentation.  On  March  23,  201  8,  students  and  faculty  from  Social 
Work  participated  in  the  Social  Work  Symposium,  an  annual  event  on  campus  set 
aside  to  recognize  community 
and  regional  partners  that 
collaborate  with  our  students 
and  professionals  in  training, 
education  and  internship 
opportunities.  The  Department 
of  Sociology  and  Criminal 
Justice  provides  students  with 
classroom  and  real-life 
experiences  designed  to 
stimulate  critical  thought  about 
the  social  environment.  The 
department  places  emphasis  on 
applied  sociology  and  criminal 
justice.  Many  courses  allow 
students  to  test  classroom 
learning  through  experience  in 
the  community. 
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"The  Rise,"  featuring  artwork  by  six  senior  Art  majors,  was  on  display  at  the  A.D. 
Gallery  March  1  7-22.  The  exhibit's  theme  revolves  around  the  modern  day 
stigmatizations  and  struggles  among  young  individuals  such  as  mental  and  physical 
disabilities  and  the  search  for  one's  identity.  Emily  Nick  used  a  mix  of  2-D  and  3-D 
materials  to  create  her  pieces,  focusing  on  the  use  of  ceramic  clay  and  acrylic  paints. 
Ashley  Nordquist  focused  on  traditionally  2-D  media  that  involves  a  specific  multi-layer 
process  and  acrylic  paintings.  Angel  Crespo  created  unique  sculptural  pieces  through 
sculpting  a  variety  of  material  including  authentic  animal  skulls.  Jaekwon  Parker 
combined  the  use  of  real  people  in  his  everyday  life  with  original  characters  that  he's 
created  and  combined  them  with  high  contrast  in  colors.  Bonaventure  Ogbaugo  used 
digital  and  traditional  media  to  connect  back  to  his  theme  of  self-identity.  Aaron 
Baldwin  used  digital  painting  to  create  his  original  characters.  The  Department  of 
Mass  Communication  offered  tracks  in  Broadcasting,  Journalism,  and  Public 
Relations.  Courses  frequently  utilize  hands-on  experiences  to  simulate  working  in 
professional  environments.  Students  benefit  from  the  real  world  experiences  they  find  in 
The  Pine  Needle  campus  newspaper  and  WNCP-TV  television  station.  The  Music 
Department  offered  all  students  who  have  an  interest  and  ability  in  music  the 

opportunity  to  study  either  for  a  profession  or  an  avocation. 

The  UNCPJazz  Combo,  University  Chorale,  Brass  Quintet, 
and  other  ensembles  performed  at  events  on  and  off  campus 
throughout  the  year.  Students  also  participated  in  senior 
recitals,  musical  theatre  performances,  and  marching  band 
halftime  shows.  In  Theatre,  Professor  Stephanie  Peters  had 
students  in  THE  2360,  Costume  Technology,  hard  at  work 
sewing  dresses  for  "Dress  a  Girl  Around  the  World."  This 
international  organization  provides  young  girls  with  one  new 
dress  that  will  make  them  feel  good  and  present  an 
appearance  that  they  are  well  cared  for.  Her  students  also 
worked  on  costumes  for  this  year's  productions  of  Waiting  for 
Godot  and  A  Raisin  in  the  Sun. 
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The  people  you  meet  in  college  are  the  people  you  spend 
every  day  with.  They're  colleagues  and  coworkers,  friends 
and  partners.  We  all  share  the  same  goal:  graduation.  If 
we  can  all  make  it  to  graduation  in  one  piece  then  that  is 
an  accomplishment  to  be  celebrated.  But  how  do  we  get 
there?  We  help  each  other.  The  familiar  faces  in  the  halls, 
in  the  classrooms,  on  the  sidewalks  all  help  us  feel  more 
comfortable  while  away  from  family  and  home  towns. 
Some  even  travel  across  countries  to  be  here,  and  that  is 
why  making  new  friends  and  making  lasting  connections 
is  so  important. 

Be  nice  to  one  another,  it’s  about  networking  and 
making  the  right  decisions  along  the  way.  Getting  the 
grades  is  easier  to  do  when  it  is  a  team  effort.  Work 
smarter,  not  harder!  College  is  difficult  enough  without  us 
making  it  worse  on  each  other.  UNCP  is  a  welcoming 
environment  because  the  student  body  fights  to  make  it 
that  way.

Dr.  Chef'  Jordan,  who  taught  Theatre  and  Speech  at 
UUCP  ■for  37  years  before  retiring  in  May  1011,  passed 
away  in  January  10 IS  after  a  brief  illness,  tie  was 
respected  for  his  dedication  and  talent  in  his  role  of 
teacher,  and  his  kindness,  insight,  and  fairness  in  his  role 
of  advisor,  advocate,  and  mentor.  Dr.  Jordan's  students 
benefitted  not  only  from  his  considerable  knowledge  and 
experience,  but  also  from  his  wonderful  energy,  creativity, 
and  sense  of  humor,  tie  taught  a  variety  of  courses  and 
approached  each  of  them  with  seemingly  boundless 
enthusiasm.  This  was  the  case  whether  he  was  teaching 
Interpersonal  Communication,  Discussion  and  Debate,  Theatre  History,  or  anything  else.  In  addition 
to  teaching,  Dr.  Jordan  directed  a  mainstage  theatre  production  each  year  for  over  thirty  years. 

In  his  early  career  he  was  involved  in  the  production  of  Strike  at  the  Wind,  and  he  was  the  first 
theatre  director  at  UUCP  to  establish  a  relationship  with  the  Roanoke  Island  Festival  Park. 

Seyond  teaching  and  direchng  theatrical  produchons  benefiting  the  university  and  the  community, 
he  served  as  director  of  UUCP s  Theatre  Program  from  its  beginnings,  and  he  guided  the  program 
administratively  os  it  grew  through  the  years.  During  his  time  at  UUCP,  Dr.  Jordan  was  chair  of 
the  Faculty  Senate  in  addition  to  serving  on  other  Senate  subcommittees.  He  will  be  missed.
